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FEARS FOR VIABILITY OF CHARLES STREET SCHEME 


Is'miracle'bubble bursting? 


HAS Dorchester’s economic ‘miracle’ 
ground to a halt? That is the question 
many are asking this week as council¬ 
lors heard a warning that the project 
may not be viable. 

At the same time there is concern that shops remain 
empty in South Street and even booming Brewery 
Square is having to work hard to attract new tenants 
for some of its shop units.

There is also a call for 
a re-think on new car 
parking for the town cen¬ 
tre - with suggestions 
that a small multi-storey 
could be built on top of 
the Roman Baths which 
lie underneath Wollaston 
Field. 

District councillors 
have been warned that 
the Charles Street 
scheme, of shops and 
homes, may not be finan¬ 
cially viable if English 
Heritage continue to in¬ 
sist on a full archaeolog¬ 
ical survey and possible 
protection for any impor¬ 


tant finds. A decision on buying out the Community 
Church, in Acland Road, which needs to be demol¬ 
ished to make way for the Charles Street scheme has 
also yet to be made. 

West Dorset District Council’s strategy director, 
Stephen Hill, said concerns had been raised by Eng¬ 
lish Heritage that archaeological investigations pro¬ 
posed for the second phase of the development were 
not thorough enough and might have “significant fi¬ 
nancial implications for any development of the site”. 

He told councillors: “The scheme, as planned by Si¬ 
mons, may not be financially viable, but we are wait¬ 


ing for Simons to confirm their thoughts.” 

Councillors have also been told that Simons has yet 
to guarantee access rights to the Hardye Arcade and 
Tudor Arcades - another potential stumbling block. 

Simons said it is not prepared to comment at this 
time due to the “commercially sensitive nature of the 
project.” 

Little progress 

The development company held a public consulta¬ 
tion a year ago - but there has been little, public, 
progress since then. 

Meanwhile half a dozen shops remain empty in the 
town’s main shopping area, South Street, with a num¬ 
ber of units still not taken in Brewery Square. 

Dorchester councillor Alistair Chisholm said the fact 
that the Charles Street scheme appeared to be being 
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held up by the archaeology was ‘extraordinary,’ and 
points out that everyone knew about what might lie 
under the site when it was first discussed more than 
30 years ago. He believes the town should capitalise 
on any finds and incorporate them into the develop¬ 
ment - being treated as a positive benefit for the 
scheme, not as an excuse not to go ahead. 

Puddletown area councillor Patrick Cooke is now 
asking for the Wollaston Field parking option to be 
looked at, removing the need for an underground car 
park and dealing with the English Heritage objection. 

But long-standing critic of the scheme, Philip Jor¬ 
dan, said that while the issue of car parking should be 
looked at again, he believed a second layer of car 
parking at Wollaston Field is unlikely to provide suf¬ 
ficient spaces - put at only 88 extra parking bays . He 
fears it could result in similar delays and objections

A DORSET runner who completed the equivalent 
of more than six marathons over the course of a 
week showed her support for the Dorchester Op¬ 
portunity Group by popping in on the penultimate 
day of her 220-mile journey. 

Rachel Goodfellow undertook the challenge to 
raise awareness, and funding, for groups working 
with children with additional needs. 

Looking remarkably fresh she was greeted at the 
Maiden Castle Road School by Mayor Robin Pot¬ 
ter, Town Crier Alistair Chisholm and staff and 
volunteers at the school. 

One of the town’s fire crews with a tender and a 
vintage sports car were also at the welcome event 
with volunteers running fundraising stalls and 
games. 

Mr Potter, a retired teacher, spoke of the impor¬ 
tant work of the unit and of the dedication of staff 
and volunteers and praised Mrs Goodfellow for 
her efforts in raising awareness of the needs of 
young people with extra needs. 

The Sherborne mother-of-four, 49, set up the 
Hidden Needs Trust to support the work of Oppor¬ 
tunity Groups in Blandford, Dorchester, Yeovil, 
and Taunton. 

She said: “So many people don’t know these Op¬ 
portunity Groups exist so I’m trying to make 
everyone aware of the help they give to children. 

“I want to raise as much money as possible as 
well because each group needs at least £20,000 a 
year to continue their valuable work.” 

The Dorchester group is currently looking for 
additional trustees and volunteers to work with the 
youngsters or to help with fundraising and other 
activities.

Thief helps police in car theft crackdown 


DORSET Police is launching a vehicle crime aware¬ 
ness campaign, to coincide with one of the busiest 
times of year in the county - the school summer hol¬ 
idays. 

Thefts from unattended vehicles usually peaks dur¬ 
ing the hot weather, as more people visit local beauty 
spots and beaches. 

Dorset Police has spoken to a convicted car thief 


about how he selected vehicles, to provide tips on 
how to avoid becoming a victim of vehicle crime, as 
thieves often need only 10 to 20 seconds to commit a 
crime. 

Detective Inspector Andy Dilworth said: “Vehicle 
crime has been an issue in Dorset for several years, 
and despite arresting prolific offenders regularly, 
criminals continue to target vehicles across the 


county. In this hot weather, people sometimes leave 
their windows open and doors unlocked when they 
park up or leave smaller items like sunglasses on 
show, which entices the thieves to try door handles 
and break-in to the vehicle. 

“Some criminals attempt to steal from one hundred 
vehicles per night, so the advice we’re giving is clear: 
remove it, lock it!” 

A convicted car thief said: “The more security that 
your car has, the less likely it is to get done. 

“When I’m looking at a car, I’m looking at what 
kind of security it’s got, I’m looking at whether it’s 
going to be something quick and easy or if it’s going 
to take a bit of time. Depending on the situation and 
time I’ve got, I decide whether it’s worth doing. 

“I’ve found wallets in there, car keys and house 
keys, jewellery - people just leave a lot of stuff. 
Don’t leave anything on display - nothing. I wouldn’t 
even leave anything in door wells.”

Planners approve 
falconry centre 

A FALCONRY Centre and Owl Sanctuary, on a dis¬ 
used garden nursery at West Stafford, has been ap¬ 
proved - despite the objection of neighbours. 

They claimed noise and traffic generated by the at¬ 
traction would make their lives “hell.” 

West Dorset District councillors approved the plans 
- 10 in favour, one against and one abstention. 

Sanctuary owner Martin Ballam said: “The entrance 
is before the properties and there would be a passing 
bay in the lane so I don’t feel that’s a great concern. 

“I am also 100% confident that there will not be a 
noise issue.” 

It is believed the centre could attract up to 12,000 
visitors a year during a March to November season.

Fewer charged with driving offences 


FEWER people have been charged with drink or 
drug driving offences during this year’s Dorset Po¬ 
lice summer campaign. 

A total of 34 people were charged - compared to 
40 during June last year. 

Of those charged this year 26 were men and eight 
were women, ranging in age from 19 to 78. 

During the campaign Dorset Police carried out in¬ 
creased traffic patrols and roadside checks and every 
driver involved in a collision was breath tested, ir¬ 
respective of whether they were suspected of drink 
driving. 

Inspector Matt Butler, of Dorset Police’s Traffic 
Unit, said: “Every summer Dorset Police runs a 
summer drink and drug drive campaign in a bid to 
remind everyone that it will simply not be tolerated. 

“Unfortunately there are still some drivers in 
Dorset who are not getting the message that drinking 
and driving is dangerous and is simply not worth the 
risk. 

“Research has shown that even one drink can im¬ 
pair the ability to drive so please don’t get behind 
the wheel after drinking any alcohol at all. 

“Officers will continue throughout the year to tar¬ 
get those motorists who think they are above the law 
and pose threats to the safety of themselves and 
other road users by driving or getting on their bike 
after consuming alcohol or taking drugs.” 

New legislation introduced earlies this year has 
taken away the entitlement to request a blood or 
urine sample when their specimen of breath is less 
than 51 mg per 100ml. This law is designed to close 
the loophole which previously allowed a person to 
potentially sober up while they waited for a blood 
or urine sample to be taken. 

Anyone caught drink driving will face a minimum 
12 month driving ban, a criminal record, up to six 
months in prison and a fine of up to £5,000. 

Inspector Butler continued: “As in previous years, 
I would like to thank those members of the public 
who called us to report a drink driver. I’d continue 
to urge anyone who suspects someone is driving 


under the influence of drugs or alcohol to call us so 
we can take action. 

“Too many people have lost their lives because ol 
such reckless actions. It is just not worth the risk.” 

He is asking anyone who suspect that someone is 
driving under the influence of alcohol or drugs, to 
call 999 immediately or call 101 or Crimestoppers 
with non-urgent information. 

Specials recruiting 
period extended 

DORSET Police have extended their Special Con¬ 
stabulary recruitment until the end of July, to allow 
for further applications to be submitted. 

The "Specials" are volunteer police officers who 
have the same powers as regular police officers, 
wear the same uniform, are issued with the same 
equipment and have undergone specialist train¬ 
ing before carrying out frontline duties. 

They are asked to work a minimum of 16 hours 
per month and, where possible, this is broken 
down to a minimum of four hours per week. The 
working hours are flexible so that more time can 
be given if an individual chooses to spare it. 

Chief Constable Debbie Simpson comments: 
"The Special Constabulary provide a highly visible 
presence in our communities and we currently 
have 224 deployed across the Force. I am de¬ 
lighted that our Special Constabulary recruitment 
has opened again, giving the opportunity for 
those with the drive and dedication to support 
their community." 

Police and Crime Commissioner for Dorset, Mar- 
tyn Underhill, said:"They play an important role in 
reducing the fear of crime by offering reassurance 
to communities. Being a Special opens up a world 
of opportunity for both the individual and the 
Force and I welcome applications from all sections 
of the community."

Recognition at last for Peter's work 


A DORCHESTER man has been recognised for 
his pioneering work with image sensors - the de¬ 
vice in billions of cameras, some TVs and mobile 
phones. 

Peter Noble, a local Rotarian, who lives at 
Poundbury, says that after four decades he has 
found overnight recognition in the world of 
image sensing. 

Mr Noble gave a keynote speech at the recent 
International Image Sensors Workshop in the 
Netherlands, where he received a pioneering 
acheivement award certificate. 

His talk was centred round the world’s first 
image shown based on the invention. This was 
done at his company in Dorchester in the very 


early part of the 1970’s - a mere 4K pixels, but 
it showed a clear image, both moving and still. 

Mr Noble says this is as fundamental to imag¬ 
ing as the work by Sir Tim Berners-Lee is to the 
world wide web. There was also a book written 
at the time by him. 

Part of his keynote talk was his view on the 
coming 50 years in view of his knowledge of the 
past 50 years. It included such topics as giving 
sight to the blind, the extreme dangers of truly 
intelligent humanoid robots, the generation and 
use of environmentally neutral energy, and other 
inventions which the global population will see 
in the coming few decades.

Invasion of the jellyfish 


AS THE school summer 
holidays are about the 
begin experts say eight 
species of jellyfish have 
been recorded, washed up 
on the Dorset coast. 

They include several 1- 
metre wide barrel jellyfish, 
pictured, found in recent 
weeks in Weymouth Har¬ 
bour, the Nothe and in 
Portland Harbour. 

The Marine Conserva¬ 
tion Society say they have 
dozens of sightings of the 


barrel jellyfish, but moon, 
compass and blue jellyfish 
have also been frequently 
found this year. 

The society is advising 
members of the public not 
to touch any jellyfish they 
find but to report the sight¬ 
ing on their website 
www.mcsuk.org so that 
they can identify the 
species correctly. 

Society experts believe 
that, as well as warmer 
weather, the increase 


could be partially due to 
over-fishing with fewer 
predators to eat younger 
and smaller jellyfish.

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Weymouth RNLI inshore lifeboat - saving lives for 20 years 


T HE RNLI In¬ 
shore Lifeboat 
has been sta¬ 
tioned at Weymouth for 
20 years. 

When the Royal Navy 
left Portland Dockyard 
and along with it the po¬ 
lice launch which was 
also used to carry out 
rescues within Portland 
Harbour, the RNLI felt 
that the gap in rescue 
cover could result in the 
loss of life. They de¬ 
cided that the solution 
to this problem was to 
introduce an inshore 
lifeboat to back up the 


Weymouth all-weather 
lifeboat and act as a 
quick response lifeboat. 

So a recruitment cam¬ 
paign was carried out in 
around Weymouth Har¬ 
bour and a crew of 10 
volunteers was re¬ 
cruited and trained to 
crew the new lifeboat. 

The first inshore 
lifeboat was a relief At¬ 
lantic 21 called Eliza¬ 
beth Bestwick and was 
first on call at the 
lifeboat station from the 
15th June 1995. There 
followed over the next 3 
years a series of relief 


inshore Atlantic 21's 
before the introduction 
in 1998 of Weymouth's 
very own Inshore 
lifeboat, a bigger and 
faster Atlantic 75 called 
"Phyl Clare 3" . 

Phyl Clare 3 is still on 
station but in line with 
RNLI policy of replac¬ 
ing lifeboats after 20 
years is due to be re¬ 
placed shortly after 
years of sterling serv¬ 
ice. 

The first shout for the 
new inshore lifeboat 
was on the 9th July 
1995 to a diver reported 


to be in danger of 
drowning, this turned 
out to be a false alarm 
but a week later on the 
16th July the lifeboat 
was called out to a sail¬ 
board in trouble in ad¬ 
verse weather 

conditions. This was 
recorded as a life saved 
and was the first of 
many over the next 20 
years. To date, with an 
average of 50 call outs 
(or "shouts" as they are 
referred to in the RNLI) 
the inshore lifeboat is 
credited by the RNLI 
with the saving of 81

Urging people to respect the water 


6:15pm there will be a family 
event at the Nothe Gardens. The 
main attraction is the lifeboat dis¬ 
play alongside the coastguard res¬ 
cue teams and the coastguard 
rescue helicopter. 

The gardens provide a fantastic 
view to watch all the action with 
live commentary.

THE RNLI has revealed that 38 people have lost 
their lives in the waters off the Dorset coast over the 
past five years. 

The organisation, with its national headquarters in 
Poole, has launched its Respect the Water drowning 
prevention campaign at the start of the busy summer 
season. 

In Dorset, five lives were lost last year and six 
were lost in 2013. 

The RNLI is urging people to be extra cautious if 
they visit the coast during the summer. 

Slips and falls were the cause of the largest per¬ 
centage of deaths at 23 per cent, with swimming 
and general leisure use accounting for 22 per cent, 
diving at 12 per cent and sailing at 8 per cent. 

Men are also far more prone to getting into danger 
at sea, with 67 per cent of the deaths regionally 
being men. 

James Millidge, RNLI coastal safety manager for 
the south west, said: “Most people heading for a 


stroll or run along the coastline probably wouldn’t 
consider a drowning prevention campaign like this 
relevant to them as they have no plans at all to enter 
the water. 

“We’re warning people that if they’re going near 
the water, whatever their activity, they could be at 
risk and they need to take care. Unexpected dangers 
like slippery rocks, sudden waves or unstable 
ground can catch anyone out. 

“The water might look inviting, but it can be dan¬ 
gerously unpredictable, with hazards which can be 
fatal if not respected. Cold water is a major risk for 
anyone who ends up in the water - intentionally or 
otherwise.” 

Mr Millidge added: “We want people to enjoy the 
water but to make sure they respect it. On average 
33 lives are lost around the south west coast each 
year but many of these losses could be avoided if 
people acknowledge the dangers and follow some 
basic safety advice.”

If you're travelling into Lyme Regis for these thrilling

June 10th 2010 was a very special date in the his¬ 
tory of the RNLI in Lyme Regis. 

After exhaustive research it was established that 
on an aggregated basis, that day in June marked 
150 years of a lifeboat service in the town. 

The Royal National Institution for the Preservation 
of Life from Shipwreck, later to become the RNLI, 
was founded in 1824 and the earliest record of a 
lifeboat based in Lyme Regis is 1826. 

It was the events of Boxing Day 1852 that high¬ 
lighted the need for a purpose-built lifeboat in 
Lyme Regis. Four men drowned as they tried to 
save 44 people aboard the barque Heroine. 

Ironically, everyone aboard Heroine reached 
shore safely.

The following years saw two un-named lifeboats 
stationed In Lyme Regis. In 1866 the first named 
lifeboat, the 33 foot William Woodcock, arrived fol¬ 
lowed by the Susan Ashley. 

The Thomas Masterman Hardy, in 1915, was the 
fifth and last lifeboat powered only by sails and 
oars to be stationed in Lyme Regis. 

The lifeboat station in Lyme Regis was closed in 
1932 when the RNLI decided that motorised 
lifeboats at Exmouth and Weymouth could cover 
Lyme Bay. 

The RAF moved to Lyme Regis with fast launches 
from 1937 until its marine unit closed in 1964. 
Three years later the RNLI station re-opened. 

Today's lifeboat is a far cry from the pulling/sailing 
variety. It is a B class Atlantic 85 inshore lifeboat ca¬ 
pable of a top speed of 35 knots. 

She's Spirit of Loch Fyne, named after the fish 
restaurant chain which raised much of the cost of 
£180,000 to build the boat on the Isle of Wight. 

The lifeboat is fitted with the latest technology in¬ 
cluding radar, direction finding equipment and 
twin 115hp engines. 

She began service on March 3rd 2012, replacing 
the smaller Atlantic 75 Pearl of Dorset which had 
served the town since 1997.

Ragtime began as dance music in the red light dis¬ 
tricts of African-American communities in St Lous from 
1895, before being written and developed into it's 
close relative New Orlreans Jazz. 

It's most popular composer, Scott Joplin composed 
the most famous piece, Maple Leaf Rag. The Enter¬ 
tainer followed in 1901 which later enjoyed a huge re¬ 
vival in the 1970s classic movie, The Sting, bringing 
Ragtime to a new audience. 

Martin has played with Bob Wilbur, Scott Hamilton, 


George Masso, Peanuts Hucko and recorded with Wild 
Bill Davison, Yank Lawson and Marty Grosz. He appears 
regularly with Swedish Jazz Kings and on Radio 3's Jazz 
Library. 

Martin will explore the development of the genre 
and present his own exciting new interpretation of 
Ragtime.

Saloon car essentials 

FortheTalisman, Renault designers opted 
for a three-box body style. The saloon layout

GEM Encourages Motorcyclists 
To Put Safety First This Summer 


ROAD SAFETY and breakdown organisation 
GEM Motoring Assist has issued a list of seven 
simple tips to help motorcyclists put safety 
first on journeys this summer. 

GEM chief executive David Williams MBE 
comments: "Most motorcyclists show high 
levels of anticipation and observation; these 
are vital for staying safe. But we all have to 
take responsibility for our own actions, and 
we have a duty to drive or ride within the 
laws." 

Follow GEM's simple 'lifesaver' safety tips 
and reduce the risk of being involved in a col¬ 
lision: 

Check your motorcycle before riding. In 
particular pay attention to tyre pressures, 
tread depth, chain (if fitted) tension and lu¬ 
brication and make sure all controls move 
freely and - where possible - are adjusted to 
suit you. 


Make sure you are wearing appropriate 
safety clothing manufactured to a recog¬ 
nised standard.The law only covers the crash 
helmet, but nowadays both leather and tex¬ 
tile garments come with protection for vul¬ 
nerable areas. Remember there is no such 
thing as a cold wet motorcyclist, only a badly 
prepared one! 

Take time to warm up, especially if you are 
not a regular rider and not'bike fit'. Ease into 
the ride and make sure everything is working 
as it should and the tyres have warmed up 
before you start increasing your speed and 
lean angles. 

Make use of all your senses when riding. 
You are not cocooned in a tin box so you can 
smell diesel and mown grass, and you can 
hear approaching sirens. Because you are sit¬ 
ting higher than most cars you can see things 
well in advance, giving you more time to 


react. 

Motorcycles have a small silhouette, so al¬ 
ways try and position yourself so you can see 
into the mirrors of the vehicle ahead. If you 
can see the driver they can (hopefully) see 
you, but never assume.Trust only your senses 
and skill. 

A motorcycle is very manoeuvrable and 
nimble so can filter through and past station¬ 
ary and slow traffic. But do so at an appropri¬ 
ate speed and give yourself time to react and 
stop if a car suddenly turns. A rider with real 
skill filters slowly rather than at speed. 

Remember your journey only finishes 
when you turn off the engine and place the 
machine on its stand. Make sure the ground 
is safe for the bike and it will not roll off the 
stand, causing damage or injury. Also, con¬ 
sider machine security to ensure it is still 
there when you next want to use it.

THE third Bridport Jurassic Coast Run 
which took place last Sunday, was a grand 
day for everyone participating, despite 
constant rain and Thornecombe Beacon 
being inaccessible due to heavy fog. 

It was also a huge success for the joint 
organisers Bridport Runners, Brit Valley 
Rotary Club and the Bridport Leisure Cen¬ 
tre: 150 runners participated in the three 
races over the distances of 10k, 5k and 1 
mile; up from 130 runners the year before. 

The event was not only a competitive 
race but a family and community occa¬ 
sion as well, with the youngest runner 
being five, the oldest 75-years old, a stag- 
party on the run, children enjoying the 
Treasure Hunt, and families checking out 
Bridport Leisure Centre and its pool on 
the day. 

Race day started a bit with a shock, as 
the organisers had to shorten the 10k 
route up toThorncombe Beacon on rec¬ 
ommendation of the Coast Guard due to 
safety reasons. However, some runners 
were quite relieved not to take on the full 
gruesome climb to the Beacon, the sec¬ 
ond highest hill on the south coast. 

A full 100 participants registered for this 
race. Many came from running clubs 
nearby and far away, among them a com¬ 
plete stag-party from the Lordshill Road 
Runners of Southampton. Their fastest 
runner, Andrew Griggs; not the bride¬ 
groom, though; won the 10k in 40 min¬ 
utes and 44 seconds. 

The longest journeys were probably 
done by Gregory Skelton from Askern Dis¬ 
trict Running Club in Yorkshire who hap¬ 
pens to be an Ex-Bridport Runner, and 
Lydia O'Donoghue from the Ealing Eagles 
Running Club in London. She was also the 


fastest woman on the 10k course in 48:54 
min. Fastest veterans (over 50 years of 
age) were Nigel Gates (42:48) and Alison 
Turner (1:08:10). The oldest runner, how¬ 
ever, was the one with the most running 
experience of them all. Patricia Seabrook 
(75) has run 28,000 miles in her life so far 
and 460 marathons all over the world, in¬ 
cluding two in Australia! 

The best time on the 5k course which 
also included the Jurassic Coast at West 
Bay was run by Thomas Crabtree in 23:35; 
only 11 seconds over the record time on 
this course set last year, whilstthe fastest 
female runner was Olivia Willmore in 
31:35, who had already won the 1 mile 
race the year before. 

Many young, but already fast runners 
had started before in the 1 mile for the 
under 12's on the fields near the Leisure 
Centre. Fastest boy was Owen Pitcher, 
fastest girl was Lucy Guy. The 1 mile race 
also saw three five year old boys and a girl 
as the youngest starters. 

"It seems as if our Jurassic Coast Runs 
can only go from strength to strength," 
said a very pleased Bridport Runners' 
Chair Brian Shelley after the race, in which 
he himself started for the first time. 

He thanked all the helpers involved in 
the event for their support, long before 
and on race day, and Bridport Timber as 
sponsor of the 10k and 5k run. 

"If you look around Bridport and West 
Bay on any evening there are so many 
people running," Brian remarked. 

"I hope that the increase in participa¬ 
tion, both in the Bridport Jurassic Coast 
Run and in membership of Bridport Run¬ 
ners including our three Beginners 
Groups so far, has contributed to this."

Manager Mark Jermyn started the game 
with a strong looking side, before intro¬ 
ducing eight changes in the second half 
formed of other squad members and trial- 
lists. 

Permanent summer signing Mark Irvine 
and the returning Neil Martin started 
along with former striker Dan Cann, and 
Lewis Blackmore who was on trial at The 
Avenue two years ago. 

Among the Salisbury squad was former 
Magpie central defender Steve Walker, 
and striker Mark Ford who was at Wey¬ 
mouth last season. 

After a tepid start, the first effort on goal 


came from the visitors full back George 
Colson who warmed Alan Walker-Har- 
ris’s gloves with a 25 yard shot he turned 
away for a corner. 

Just before the half-hour Whites’ striker 
Sam Wilson neatly turned but fired 
straight at Walker-Harris, before a looping 
header from Pip Nolan cleared the Dorch¬ 
ester crossbar. 

Salisbury deservedly took the lead on 36 
minutes when Walker-Harris did well to 
parry Claudio Herbert’s angled volley, but 
the ball ran to Kane O’Keefe who fired 
home from close in. 

Dorchester’s first effort on goal came 
two minutes before the break from a free 
kick awarded for a foul on Cann, but cap¬ 
tain Jake Smeeton’s 25-yard effort came 
back off the right hand post with White’s 
keeper Gareth Barfoot well beaten. 

Dorchester made three changes at half¬ 


time with Bridport Youth’s Jonah Ayunga, 
Blackmore, Shane Murphy and Jason 
Brookes entering the fray. 

Salisbury introduced Ford and he almost 
scored on 64 minutes. Lewis Brayley 
made room for himself on the left and his 
cross found the inrushing Ford. His glanc¬ 
ing header looked goalbound, but Murphy 
pulled off a tremendous save, twisting in 
the air to push it to safety. 

Jermyn then gave Josh Gosling, Max 
Priestwood and Miles Gosling a taste of 
the action, but little was seen of the 
Dorchester attack, and it was the Whites’ 
substitute Ashley Jarvis that made the 
biggest impression. 

Seconds after coming on he almost 
scored when he got through on the left, 
but he just shot wide of the far post, and 
then after Ayunga had forced Barfoot into 
a save down to his left, Barnes added Sal¬ 


isbury’s second when he arrived like an Dorchester visited St Mary’s Field last 
express train to meet Danny Young’s night (Tuesday) before hosting a Yeovil 
cross and bury his glancing header into Town under 18s side tomorrow (Thurs- 
thenet. day).
